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~ Local Townships to Lose Their 
Fees From Collection of Taxes

A provision of the Tllinois 
Constitution that becomes ef- 
fective Dec. 1 will result in a 
new tax collection system that 
will cost Quad-City area town- 
ship units $235,000 in annual 
revenue, city and township fi- 
nance officials predicted today. 

The problem grows out of 
Section Nine of Article Seven of 
the new Illinois Constitution 
which climinates use of fees 
for payment of salaries of gov- 
ernmental officers, or for op- 
erational purposes after the 


Under the new system, it will 
be necessary for all tax mon- 
ies formerly designated as fees 
to go into the county general 
fund, according to Marshall 
Smith, assistant state’s attor- 
ney who said that county fi- 
nance officials now are trying 
to establish a procedural pat- 
tern under the constitutional 
provision. 

Smith said elimination of fees 
for township tax collectors will 
mean the loss of fee income 
for the townships under the old 
system. Collection of taxes will 
be the full responsibility of the 
county treasurer, who may ap- 


point deputy collectors or de- 
termine other methods of col- 
lection, possibly through the 
banks. 
Received 2% Fee 

Under the existing system, 
township tax collectors conduct 
“local” colleetion periods each 
year, receiving a 2% fee on all 
collections. Fypm this fee the 
collector pays his own salary 
and expenses of his office. The 
balance is turned over to the 
town fund of his respective 
township. 

In Granite City, where the 
township and city boundaries 
are coextensive, the city treas-

Under statutes governing 
such instances, the fees collect- 
ed by the treasurer are turned 
over to the city rather than the 
township. 

The new system therefore 
will result in a loss of from 
$160,000 to $170,000 annually in 
Granite City.-City Treasurer 
Paul Rutledge this year collect- 
ed 93% of a $9.6 tax extension 
from Granite City taxpayers, 
or $8.9 million. 

The treasurer's fees for this 
collection amounted to $178,560, 
from which approximately $20,- 
000 was applied to costs of the 
treasurer's office in conducting 
the local tax collection. The 
balance of approximately $158,- 
000 will go to the city 

Other Township Losses 

In Nameoki township, fee in- 
come on the annual tax collec- 
tion amounts to about $17,000 
which is turned over to the 
town fund 

In Venice township about $45,- 
000 in fees is receivéd by the 
town fund from collectors’ fees 
and in Chouteau township the 
fee revenue has amounted to 
about $15,000 a year. 

County Treasurer 
Musso has sent letters to all 
town collectors asking  esti- 
mates on the expenses of their 
offices in conducting the an- 
nual tax collection, suggesting 
that the collector may” be ap- 
pointed as a deputy collector 
with collection expenses paid 
directly out of the county's gen- 
eral fund 

Musso and Smith said the 
procedure for next year’s tax 
collection system have not’ been 
worked out in detail because 
of the possibility of new legisla- 
tion during the October session 
of the Illinois General Assem- 
bly. 

Cost estimates of a collection 
system operated by the county 
are being obtained, however, so 
that the county board's finance 
committee can consider for the 
1971-72 budget the potential cost 
of a new countywide collection 
program.

Illegal 


Under New State Rules 


Open burning of leaves and 
trash by residents of the Quad- 
City area is prohibited under 
new regulations adopted this 
month by the state Pollution 
Control Board. 

The regulations apply to all 
residents in and within the 
boundaries of any municipality 
having a population of 1,000 or 
more, which includes Granite 
City, Madison, Venice and Pon- 
toon Beach. 

David P. Currie, chairman of 
the board, explained, ‘today’s 
regulation makes it clear that 
leaves and other landscape re: 
fuse may be burned only out- 
side muncipalities and a one to 
two mile buffer zone beyond 
towns of 1,000 or more people 
In populated areas’ leaf burn- 
ing is a nuisance."” 

He explained that people with- 
out access to refuse collection 


service are given a grace™peri- 
od to July 1972 before the new 
regulations take effect. 
Exceptions to Rule 

Some exceptions to the rule 
are the burning of fuels for 
legitimate campfire, recreation- 
al, domestic fireplace and cook- 
ing purposes; small _—_ open 
flames for heating tar, welding, 
acetylene torches and others; 
the ‘setting of fires to combat 
existing fires and the burning 
of waste gases in conjunction 
with the use of anti-pollution 
equipment 

In the explanation of the new 
regulation, the board defended 
one of the exceptions. ‘Too 
many enjoyable things are al- 
ready illegal, immoral or fat- 
tening; we will not deprive peo- 
ple of the joys of eampfires and 
fireplaces untik We are shown it

Howlett Seen as Next 
Secretary of State

Springfield — Mike Howlett 
will be the next elected sec- 
retary of state. 

That's the consensus beneath 
the Statehouse Dome in the 
wake of the big uproar ‘over 
Republican Secretary of State 
John W. Lewis’ racing stock 
controversy 

The political outlook for 
Lewis has done a complete 
reverse in the past few 
days. 

Before Labor Day, the 
man Gov. Richard B. Ogil- 
vie had picked to head the 
patronage-rich office after 
the Paul Powell affair had 
been considered as certain 
to run for a full term on 
his own and just about as 
certain to be elected. 

Now the feeling is that 
Lewis is through as far as 
any future candidacy is con- 
cerned. 

The political demise of Lewis 
has been accompanied by a 
sharp rise in opinion that State 
Auditor Michael J. Howlett will 
shed his previous reluctance 
and accede to Democratic urg- 
ings that he run for secretary 
of state instead of governor. 

Howlett is not out of the gu- 
bernatorial picture by any 
means, but he generally has 
been ,regarded as something of 
a long-shot as far as receiving 
the all-important nod from Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley 
is concerned. 

At the Statehouse, it has been 
felt Howlett’s best hope of w 
ning the top spot is a persist- 
ance. by Daley to deny the 
nomination to Lt. Gov. Paul 
Simon and shunt him off to the 
U. S. Senate race instead. 

There is also the prevailing 
belief that Daley would prefer 
a Chicagoan for governor if he 
thought he could get away with 
it without antagonizing’ too many 
Downstate Democrats. 

The Downstaters, while 
generally favoring Simon 
for governor, would be 


happy to have Howlett run 
for secretary of state in the 
belief this would be a strong 
one-two combination that 
could win for Democrats 
virtually all patronage jobs 
in the state. 
Although understandably hope- 
ful for governor, Howlett has

SPIDER HOLES 

Tunnels in turf and pastures 
that go straight into the soil are 
the homes of large spiders. 

Tunnel openings up to % inch 
in diameter that pentrate the 
soil as much as 12” or more 
are just some of the fascinating 
aspects of these creatures, Tun- 
nel openings are smooth and 
suggest frequent use. Cicada 
killer. wasps produce similar 
burrows but always slant into 
the soil and have a small pile 
of soil at the entrance. 

These spiders are grandaddy 
wolf spiders. Young wolf spid- 
ers as well as these grandaddys 
are hunting spiders which nat- 
urally occur in wooded areas 
and vacant properties. Young 
wolf spiders are offen found in 


garages, outside buildings and 
woodpiles. They are harmless 
and very shy. 
GARDEN CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

Extra water in September is 
an important key to profuse 
flowering and rich colors. If 
your garden mums are off-col- 
ored and stunted you still have 
time to start a watering pro- 
gram. Soak your flower bed 
once every week with a lawn 
soaker. Add enough water to 
wet the soil several inches deep. 
DISCOURAGING FESCUE 

Tall Fescue is the clumps of 
coarse grass which survives. 
everything and gradually 
spreads, When pure stands of 
Tall Fescue are grown the 
“coarse grass” appearance dis- 
appears to become a normal 
lawn. If you have the clumps 
you may decide to add more 
seed and convert to a solid 
stand of Tall Fescue. When the 
clumps are scattered can 
eliminate them by digging each 
clump and patching with sod.

Nameoki Declares Eagle Park Urban 
Area to Qualify it for Insurance 


The Nameoki Town Board of 
Auditors, adopted a resolution 
last week designating Eagle 
Park Acres as an urban area. 

The action will enable resi- 
dents in the unincorporated 
community, located south of 
Madison, off Route 203, to qual- 
ify under state statutes for fire 
insurance. Portions’ of Eagle 
Park Acres lie in both Nameoki 
and Venice townships. 

A similar resolution was 
adopted earlier by Venice Town- 
ship officials and, on Tuesday, 
the Madison County Board of 
Supervisors ‘also declared Eagle 
Park as an urban area. 

It was explained the formal 
designation will require state 
agencies to recognize the com- 
munity as an urban entity. 

Eagle Park residents have 
been unable to qualify to obtain 
fire insurance coverage, re- 
gardless of their property's 
value. The lack of coverage has 
impeded seriously the area’s 
growth and development, the 
board was told. 

Several homes have been de- 
stroyed by fire in recent years, 
with the occupants sustaining a

Dr. Stephens Retiring; Led 
University Campus 3 Years 


Dr. Clarence W. Stephens, 
former vice-president in charge 
of the Southwestern campus of 
Southern Illinois University, has 
elected to retire Oct. 1 after 36 
years in Illinois schools. 

For the past year, he has 
served in one of SIU’s high ad- 
ministrative posts as chairman 
of the University Administra- 
tive Council. Previously, he had 
been the university budget offi- 
cer, was a special assistant to 
President D. W. Morris, and for 
three months in 1970 was a spe- 
cial assistant to the chancellor 
of the Carbondale campus. 

He was vice-president for op- 
erations at SIU-SW for three 
years beginning in 1961. 

As council chairman, Dr. Ste- 
phens headed a group com- 
posed of two vice-presidents, 
two chancellors and the chief 
of board staff. The council was 
established by the SIU Board of 
Trustees when Morris became 
president emeritus in Septem- 
ber 1970. 

‘As chairman, Dr. Stephens 
was in reality temporary head 
of the university during the 
transitional. year when the two 
campuses were largely sepa- 
rated while remaining under 
one board. 

Although only 59, Dr. Ste- 
phens now is eligible—with his 
36 years of service—for bene- 
fits which otherwise would not 
have been available until he 
was 60. In addition to long- 
delayed travel, he may do some 
work as a consultant. He has 
been asked by some members 
of the SIU board to be available 
for special assignments 

Comment by Chairman 

Harold R. Fischer of Granite 
City, chairman of the SIU 
board, said yesterday, ‘With 
the refirement of Clarence Ste- 
phens,. SIU loses a highly com- 
petent man whose unusual abil- 
ities have earned for him pro- 
fessional recognition and re- 
spect throughout Illinois. 

“In his quiet but forceful 
manner, he has responded re- 
peatedly and successfully when 
his assistance was needed in 
critical situations. It will be 
most fortunate if he is available 
as a consultant.” 

Dr. Stephens graduated from 
SIU in 1933.

He came to 
SIU in 1952 as an instructor at 
the University School. 

He was the university's first 
director of student work and fi- 
nancial assistance, one of the 
nation’s leading programs of 
this type and now directed by 
Frank C. Adams, also a Sparta 
native.

Stephens and Adams are co- 
authors of two books, “College 
and University Student Work 
Programs: Implications and 
Implementations’™ and a soon- 
to-be published volume, “A 
Student Job Classification Plan 
for College and Universities."

Slump in Steel Jobs, 
Shipments During July 


Domestic steel employment 
hit its lowest level in five 
months during July, as produc- 
tion slumped’ to a 32-month low. 
The month also saw the indus- 
try’s lowest average workweek 
reported so far this year. 

American Iron and Steel In- 
stitute reports that 519,569 per- 
sons were on steelmaker pay- 
rolls during July. This was a 
drop of 16,034 employes from 
June, and the industry's lowest 
monthly employment total since 
February’s 514,647 figure. By 
contrast, steel companies em- 
ployed 546,892 persons in July 
1970. 

As steel’s total employment 
shrank, so did its average work- 
week. It stood at 35.0 hours for 
wage earners in July of . this 
year—its lowest point since De- 
cember 1970. 

July wage and salary pay- 
ments to all employes by do- 
mestic steel producers wére 
$436,385,000, compared with 
$465,460,000 for June. 

Highlights of the Institute’s 
steel industry monthly employ- 
ment report include: 

Total employment costs: per 
nour by hourly employes: $5.95 
per hour in July 1971, compared 
with $5.68 average for 1970, The 
employe benefits included in the 
figure (pensions, insurance, sup- 
plemental unemployment bene- 
fits, the nonpayroll portion of 
savings and vacation plan costs 
and legally required payroll 
taxes) are partly estimated. 

Average hours worked per 
week by wage earners: 35.0 
hours in July 1971, compared 
with 38.2 hours in June and 38.0 
hours in. May. 

July domestic steel shipments 
were 9,163,000 tons—a substan- 
tial drop from June’s 9,810,000 
ton figure and the lowest ship- 
ment total since March. 

Largely because of hedgebuy- 
ing, shipments through the first 
seven months of 1971 totaled 
61,936,000 tons, or nearly 6.2 
million tons more than the 
55,749,000 tons shipped by do- 
mestic mills during the compar- 
able period of last year.

Will Be Computerized 


This month, the first proto- 
types of the program will get 
under way. These include tu- 
berculosis case histories, vener- 
eal disease registry, nursing 
home inspection and radiologi- 
cal licensing functions. 


“Each program in THIS will 
have a pilot type of applica- 
tion,” says Isabelle Crawford, 
superintendent of the state man- 
agerial and supervision division, 
who has worked extensively 
with the Department of Public 
Health in the development of 
THIS. 

The department is now 
programming nursing home 
inspectors, who will carry 
computer cards with them 
when they inspect the homes. 

Instead of writing up long 
reports on home deficien- 
cies, the inspector will sim- 
ply mark problem areas off 
on the computer card. 

These cards will be fed 
into the computer, which 
will process them and send 
a report back to the nursing 
home, informing the home 
of any deficiencies. The 
form report will say things 
like, “The plumbing needs 
fixing,” or “the facility 
needs a licensed adminis- 
trator,” or “the food does 
not measure up to state 
standards.” 


“This will relieve the -pro 
fessional staff of all the paper- 
work of processing reports,” 
Thomas Stuckey reports. He is 
chief of the division of data pro- 
cessing which is involved in the 
programming sf THIS projects. 

Instead of having the high- 
paid personnel spending all their 
time writing reports, they can 
be out in the field doing the 
things the computer cannot do. 

“Too often in the past, by the 
sheer numbers of reports that 
had to be written, the inspec- 
tors were not able to get around 
to seeing that the deficiencies 
were corrected,” Stuckey notes.

Of Nation's Troubles; Its. Profits 


Provide Jobs, Government Revenue 


(First of two parts) 

(Remarks by Urban 
Kuechle, president of the 
Smith ‘Corp., .at the Tri- 
Chamber of Commerce business 
and industry recognition Junch- 
eon during observance} of the 
Granite City D 

Seventy-five years oli, with 
good health and vigor is some- 
thing to celebrate. As/I look 
at Granite City today and com- 
pare it with the city I|saw 18 
years ago when we were |looking 
for a plant site, I can only say, 
“You've come a long way, 
baby.” 


The citizens, business and pro- 
fessional leaders of this com- 
munity have reason to be proud. 

The pride of Granite City ex- 
tends back to Dr. George Cald- 
well, who was your first settler. 
He purchased land in Granite 
City in 1802. 


Then Madison County was es- 
tablished in 1812. Five years 
later, a group of Pennsylvanians 
set up. house’ in a community 
called Six Mile Prairie. 

What intrigues me most about 
the history of Granite City is 
that your actual birth came be- 
cause" businessmen wanted to 
establish a new city for the 
purpose of building factories to 
produce goods to sell through- 
out the country. 


The very name of your city 
comes from the ingredient used 
to manufacture granite ware, 
those pots and pans made by 
the Niedringhaus family. 


I think it is. most fitting that 
the first official function of your 
Diamond Jubilee celebration is 
in recognition of business and 
industry. For it is business and 
industry which built this city. 


It was the desire of the Nied- 
ringhaus family to expand its 
factories outside of St. Louis 
that led to the founding of 
Granite City. 

Even before your incorpora- 
tion as a city, factories and 

eel mills were being built. The 

‘irst heat was poured jat the 
Granite City steel plant six 
months before Granite City was 
officially proclaimed -a city. 

I wanted to recite the 

tory of your city to make a 

point. And it is this, The 

growth and prosperity of 

Granite City — the growth 

and prosperity of our entire 

nation in fact — are tied 
directly to the health of the 
business community. 

This fact is often overlooked 
by some. If business does not 
prosper, if profits are not 
earned, then there are no jobs, 
no taxes and, of course, no 
growth. If profit making had 


* not been the motive of the Nied- 
* ringhaus family, there perhaps 


would be no Granite City today. 

Business prospers best when 
the communities in which they 
are located recognizes that a 
factory is an asset, that helping 
a company overcome its prob- 
lems is’ just as important to a 


“community as maintaining 
‘ schools, churches and hospitals.

When A. O. Smith was look- 
ing around the country in the 
post-World War II period for a 
place to locate’a new plant, we 
were desperately looking for a 
reliable source of raw material. 
| We had to expand to take care 
of our customers. But before we 
could do. that, we had to find a 
steel source. We came to Gran- 
ite City and met with the Stupp 
Brothers, Nick Veeder, John 
‘Marshall and Jim Hamilton and 
talked to them about supplying 
‘us with thousands of tons of 
steel a year. 

We also talked with civic of- 
ficials and the Chamber of Com- 
merce and others about locating 
a plant here. 

Today, as all of you know, we 
are one of Granite City's largest 
industries. We buy abopt 100,000 
tons of steel a year from Gran- 
ite City Steel and we employ 
between 1,100 and 1,500 persons. 

In the early days, we had 
a lot of difficulty getting our 
plant to function the way we 
wanted. We had machinery 
Itrouble and we had labor 
trouble. 

In 1968, after repeated labor 
differences, we had, another 
strike. Because our | earning 
\record was negative jafter 15 
years of operation, oyr board 
instructed me to close the plant. 

I remember well Nick Veeder 
heading a group of Tri-City of- 
ficials who visited me in my 


office in Milwaukee. It was the 
intercession of this group which 
helped us decide to stay here. 
They helped us settle that labor 
dispute and they worked hard to 
relieve some of the problems 
we faced. 


I mention this instance be- 
cause that was industry, com- 
merce and goverhment at work. 
So today, we are still here pro- 
ducing frames by the thousands, 
employing lots of Tri-City resi- 
dents and paying a substafftial 
tax bill every year. 


Shakespeare said, “The 
course of true love never 
did run smooth.” And so it 
is in business. Lasting re- 
lationships are frequently 
the result of finding a solu- 
tion to an abrasive problem. 


To, illustrate how important 
business can be to a community, 
let me cite some statistics. 


It has been estimated that 100 
new factory jobs means a com- 
munity will have 296 more peo- 
ple, 112 more households, 51 
more school children, $590,000 
more personal income per year, 
$270,000 more in bank deposits, 
107 ‘more passenger cars, 174 
more employes in service re- 
lated industries, four more re- 
tail establishments and $360,000 
more retail sales per year 

For the past few years, 
business has been on the 
defensive. We have been un- 
der attack by people who 
know nothing about the con- 
tribution of business to so- 
ciety and who believe that 
it is business which has 
caused most of the country’s 
troubles. 


It is time to go on the 
offensive. 


Several years ago, the gover- 
nor of Ohio ran a series of ads, 
trying to attract companies to 
locate their plants in his state. 


The theme was “Profit is not 
a dirty word in Ohio.” 


1, for one, don’t believe that 
profit is a dirty word anywhere 


We have attained the highest 
degree of progress in the history 
of the world because our found- 
ing fathers, from the time of 
Governar Bradford, were wise 
enough to realize that a man 
will work hardest when he can 
keep the rewards of his labor 
for himself. 


That incentive turned a starv- 
ing and dying community into 
one of such well being that the 
holiday “Thanksgiving” was 
born. 

I had a discussion the 
other day with some of my 
associates regarding the 
social responsibilities of a 
corporation, The demands 
that are made of us today 

in many cases, so un- 

ic, that I wanted to 

assess the climate of the 

land to insure that I had not 
lost touch with the times. 

Do people really expect 
corporations to rebuild the 
cities and carry the load of 
social reform? Well, my 
associates answered, there 
is a trend in the land in 
that direction. 

If this thinking prevails, 
our system will change from 
free enterprise to regulation 
and control, Recent events 
are casting a shadow. 

I believe the number one 
objective of every factory 
and store and shop must be 
to make a profit so it can 
pay taxes, grow and provide 
opportunity. And this is an 
honorable objective. If you 
do not make a profit, you 
are a drain on society. 

I am the first to admit that 
business is: not perfect. We do 
have factories that pollute, we 
do manufacture some goods 
which are not of sufficient qual- 
ity and we have seen instances 
of man being exploited. 

But I can search any profes- 
sion in the world — from the 
clergy to the academic to the 
charitable foundations — and 
show you similar examples. We 
must correct the wrongs — not 
condemn the system. 

What concerns me today is 
the reaction of so many unin- 
formed people about business. 

There are people who have 
placed Ralph Nader ‘on a 
pedestal of honor and have 
never said a good word about 
Jim Roche, president of General 
Motors. Yet, one of them cre- 
ates and the other depreciates.

Disclosures Indicate That the Two Illinois 


Including Implementation of Constitution 


Ballots Should Omit Lewis, Choate, Dunne 


With the new Illinois Constitution keep- 
ing prior legislative business alive, and the Gen- 
eral Assembly due to meet again Oct. 5, the 
work of the January-June 1971 session is re- 
ceiving intensive scrutiny. Here is a review 

LABOR—A 28% increase in Workmen's 
Compensation and Occupational Diseases bene- 
fits was voted. The state's first minimum wage 
law was passed, along with a ban on importa- 
tion of strikebreakers and a prohibition on em- 
ployers asking whether a job applicant had 
ever been arrested. 

A bill to make all overtime work volun- 
tary was ‘tabled. Held until fall were a 20% un- 
employment compensation increase, public em- 
ploye bargaining rights and Fair Employment 
Practices Commission initiatory powers. 

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT — The 
Assembly passed a bill allowing communities to 
issue revenue bonds to prepare complete in- 
dustrial sites. 

CONSUMERS—Safety glazed glass was 
required in all hazardous locations. All other 
major consumer bills were held pending fall 
action on the Uniform Consumer Credit Code 
pending in both houses 

fi ssed calling for the 
public aid department to send recipients who 
have been in Illinois less’ than one year back 
to their most recent state of domicile. Sev- 
eral bills were adopted allowing the state to 
maximize possible federal tax aid. Defeated 
several measures substantially increasing 
welfate costs. 

TAXFES—Proposed amendments to_ the 
new Illinois Constitution eliminating an 8-5 in- 
come tax ratio between businesses and individ- 
uals, retaining business personal property taxes 
and’ eliminating the 21-1 real estate classifica 
tion ratio were held until fall 

‘Also held were bills seeking to eliminate 
food and medicine from the sales tax, calling 
for a 5% leasing tax and making changes in the 
corporate franchise tax base 

Defeated was a bill eliminating food and 
medicine from the sales tax. Passed were bills 
giving state income tax capital gains relief to 
individuals, estates, trusts, pension and _profit- 
sharing plans but not to businesses. 

INSURANCE “No fault’” insurance 
passed but continuation of the open competition 
rating system failed, taking with it the state's 
assigned risk plan. Also passed was a fund to 
guard against insurance company insolvencies. 

Held until October was a bill eliminating 
the concept of contributory negligence. 


We're not generally consulted about the 
makeup of future state election tickets but we'll 
voice an opinion, anyway, on three prospective 
nominees whom we think the two parties ought 
to avoid. 

John L. Lewis, Republican serving by ap- 
pointment as Illinois secretary of state, has 
been mentioned often as a candidate for that 
office. State Rep. Clyde Choate, a Democrat, 
said Friday he may run for governor. George 
Dunne (D), Cook County Board president, has 
been touted as a possible organization choice 
for governor. 

All three men have been involved in un- 
announced ownership of race track property, 
and the Independent Voters of Illinois on Fri- 
day urged that Mr. Lewis be removed from of- 
fice. That seems extreme, but voters — and 
party leaders — obviously should take the dis- 
closures into account in their future decisions. 


Statistics Add to Case for Exposition Hall 


It was proposed in the Illinois legislature 
during the spring that the Madison-St. Clair 
Counties area become the second region to 
build a “McCormick Place’ (considerably 
smaller than the one in Chicago). 

The idea was that, in descending order 
of size, the state should cooperate with its ma- 
jor communities in providing exposition halls 
and performing arts centers. 

The bills, since amended to include 
Springfield and Rockford as well, are still alive 
and are due for action after the session is re- 
sumed Oct. 5. 

The fairness of this approach is borne out 
by the new Census Bureau calculations which 
show that of the 50 most populous regions in 
the U. S., two are located partly in Illinois— 
Chicago-Northwestern Indiana third with 6,- 
714,578 people and St. Louis, Mo.-Southwest- 
ern Illinois tenth with 1,882,944. Each urban- 
ized area is defined as consisting of a city of 
50,000 persons or more, plus the densely 
built-up adjoining area whether incorporated 
or not 

For comparison purposes, New York, 
N. Y.-Northeastern New Jersey ranks first at 
16,206,841 and Los Angeles-Long Beach, 
Calif, is second at 8,351,266. Just ahead of 
this region, in ninth place, is Cleveland,- O., 
1,959,880 Last among the 50 is the three-city 
New York area of Albany-Scheneotady-Troy at 


EDUCATION—Higher education budgets 
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Nixon Cabinet Is Mostly Intact, No Shakeup Likely in Next Year

Washington — In the ability 
to recruit and retain Cabinet 
secretariés — one barometer on 
the strength of a president — 
Richard Nixon is doing as well, 
or slightly better, than his pre- 
vious Democrat counterparts. 

With Mr. Nixon approaching 
an election year, he is still 
aided by eight of his 12 original 
Cabinet appointees, 

While contributing to the sta- 
bility image of his administra- 
tion, however, only one of the 
secretaries — Atty. Gen. John 
Mitchell—is expecied to play a 
major part in Mr. Nixon’s cam- 
paign strategy. 

Republicans who boast of the 
President’s wisdom in selecting 
a Cabinet are quick to note that 
two former secretaries—George 
Shultz in Labor and Robert 
Finch in Health, Education and 
Welfare—are still with the ad- 
ministration and in offices even 
closer to the White House. 

Shultz moved over to head 
the Office of Management and 
Budget, a White House innova- 
tion of Mr. Nixon’s, while Finch 
left HEW to become a personal 
counselor to his old California 
ally at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave. 

Democrats ‘who cite alleged 
weaknesses in Mr. Nixon's wis- 
dom as a personnel director 

ay Finch only was moved out 
because he could not satisfac- 
torily administer the bureau- 
cratic maze of HEW. 

They also say Walter Hickel,

the President’s first choice for 
secretary of the interior, left 
the administration because of 
extreme disagreements with 
Mr. Nixon on environmental 
matters. 


David Kennedy, the first GOP 
secretary of the treasury, was 
eased out, the Democrats say, 
because of lack of clout on 
Capitol Hill and was replaced 
by John Connally, a member 
of the opposition party better 
versed in the ways of Wash- 
ington politics. 

Republicans, however, brush 
aside these criticisms in favor 
of an argument that Mr. Nixon's 
Cabinet team has done an over- 
whelmingly favorable job in 
carrying out the policy of his 
administration. 

‘They pay particular praise 
to Postmaster General Win- 
ton Blount for shepherding 
the postal reform bill 
through Congress and to 
Transportation Secretary 
John Volpe for his success- 
ful effort to revamp the na- 
tion’s passenger railroad 
system. 

During eight years of the 
Kennedy - Johnson administra- 
tion, 28 secretaries served for 
various periods in the 12 Cabi- 
net positions. 

During the first two years of 
the Kennedy administration, 
three changes were made. Of 
the original appointments by 
President Kennedy, three were 
remaining when the Nixon ad- 
ministration began.

Hardin. 

When asked who Mr. Nixon’s 
“strong” Cabinet member is, 
Republicans disagree. 

Many with a liberal philo- 
sophical leaning, say it is Con- 
nally. Conservatives praise old 
friend and law partner Mitchell. 

Still others cite the ability of 
Richardson in calming the wa- 
ters at HEW. 

Election-conscious Democrats 
say Mr. Nixon, with the excep- 
tion of Mitchell and Laird, is 
having trouble at all stations. 

Performance, however, would 
indicate Mr: Nixon is satisfied 
with what he has now and is 
willing to go with the present 
lineup to the voters in Novem- 
ber of next year.

New Study Shows Severity of Link 
Between Teen Smokers and Lungs 


(American Association for the Advancement of Science) 


High School students who 
have smoked from one to five 
years cough excessively, pro-, 


duce more sputum than non- 
smokers, and display abnormal 
shortness of breath. - 

Yale University School of 
Medicine scientists Janet E. 
Seely, Eugenija Zuskin, - and 
Arend Bouhuys report in “Sci- 
ence” on their study of 365 high 
school students. 


One hundred ninety-five boys 
and 170 girls were tested for 
expiratory air flow rate. Ages 
ranged from 15 to 19 years; 50% 
of the boys and 37% of the girls 
were regular smokers. 


Most of the girls (23%) were 
“light” smokers, and only 1% 
smoked more than a pack a 
day. 

Most of the boys (26%) were 
moderate smokers (from a half- 
pack to a full pack a day), but 
8% of them smoked more than 
a pack daily. 

Since the supply of air from 
the alveoli of the lung deter- 
mines the limits for maximum 
expiratory flow rates, and since 
the flow rates are markedly af- 
fected by very small changes 
in the caliber of the airways, it 
seemed reasonable to think that 
narrowing of these airways 
might be an early effect of 
smoking. 

This in turn led to use of 
tests to measure air flow rates 
as sensitive indicators of early 
narrowing within the lung when 


conventional lung function tests 
still give “normal” results. 


Graphs of expired air flow 
rates and expired air vol- 
umes of smokers and non- 
smokers showed that smok- 
ers have lower flow rates 
and that these occur at 
lower lung volumes than in 
nonsmokers. These results ~ 
probably mean that there is 
some airway obstruction in 
smokers’ lungs. 


Airways become obstructed 
when the smooth muscle in 
their walls contracts or when 
secretions (like mucus) accum- 
ulate within the airway. | 

Accumulation " of _ secretions 
may occur because of overpro- 
duction by mucous glands or 
because of failure of clearance 
mechanisms or both. 


Since other studies indicate 
that damage to small airways 
early in life may cause an ar- 
rest of normal 
ment, and that new alveoli are 
formed at least until the age of 
20 years, it is possible that 
damage from cigarette smoke 
might lead to abnormal lung 
development, especially in’ chil- 
dren who begin to smoke before 
the age of 10, 


This new objective evidence 
of functional changes in the 
lungs “of teenagers who smoke 
only a few years does not pre- 
clude the possibility that part 
of this lung damage may be re- 
versed if smokers quit soon 
enough.

This Week in America’s. History 


1771—In Virginia, the House 
of Burgess, originating in July 
1619 as the first popularly elect- 
ed assembly in the New World, 
had been officially dissolved by 
royal orders in 1769. The mem- 
bers however, continued to meet 
as a House of Delegates in 
open defiance of the Crown, 
and in growing opposition to 
its authority. 


Virginia had acquired its 
name in 1584 following. the re- 
turn to England of the first of 
five expeditions sent out to the 
New World by Walter Raleigh 
between that year ,and 1589, 
with the approval “of Queen 
Elizabeth, on the throne since 
1558. 


Raleigh was knighted at this 
time, and the Queen claimed 
sovereignty over a wide arc of 
North American territory ex- 
tending frotn what now is Maine 
southward to the Carolinas. 


She herself named the terri- 
tory “Virginia” in recognition 
of her status as the unmarried 
“virgin queen.” 


In 1606 James I, succeeding 
to the throne in 1603, had char- 
tered a portion of the tterritory 
to the so-called Virginia Com- 
panies of London and Plymouth, 
and in May 1607 a_ party of 
100 men arrived in three ships 
to establish the first permanent 
English settlement in the New 
World at what became James- 
town, named after the king 


The first years were almost 
disastrous, but a turn for the 
better came in 1614, when to- 
bacco exports began, and more 
and better qualified settlers 
began to arrive from England. 


The first Negroes arrived in 
1719, with the slave trade reacli- 
ing its height in 1750, and con- 
tinuing until further importa- 
tion was ended Jan. 1, 1808. 
Their labor made possible a 
successful plantation system. 


In 1624 James I abrogated the 


original charter and converted 
Virginia to a Royal Colony, with 


status as a commonwealth, ra- 
ther than a commescial enter- 
prise, as before. 


Williamsburg ‘became its ad- 
ministrative capital in 1699, 
and not until 1779 was that cap- 
ital removed to Richmond, 


Thé first institution of higher 
learning, William and Mary 
College, was established at 
Williamsburg in 1693, named 
after William III and Mary, his 
queen, who had ascended the 
throne in 1689.
